NEARLY COMPLETED 

The board approved the 
payment of $1,700.00 to the 
Till Construction Co.. con- 
tractors who installed the 
s e w e t line which runs 
through High School prop- 
erty to Route 173, then to 
Itoute 21.

There is one American who 
is familiar to people the 
world over — Abraham Lin- 
coln. 

lie is the ideal of millions 
of persons. He is the best 
spokesman that America ever 
had. He is considered by 
many foreigners as a symbol 
of the United States. 

Lincoln stilt has a great 
deal to say^to the ifcorld. His 
words are meaningful, not be- 
cause he went from a log 
cabin UHlie White House, but 
because he remains the prime 
exponent of human dignity 
and the freedom of man. His 
basic belief continues to live 
today: no man is free until 
all men are .free. 

As vyc celebrate the birth- 
day, this week, of this great 
Illinoisan and great Ameri- 
can, it is fitting to once again 
consider his words as he dis- 
cussed the equality guaran- 
teed by our. Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

Lincoln said: "I think the 
authors of that notable in- 
strument intended to include 
all men, but they did not in- 
tend to declare all men equal 
in all respects. They did not 
mean to say all were equal 
in eolor, size, intellect, moral 
development or social capa- 
city. 

"They defined with toler- 
able distinctness in which re- 
spects they did consider all 
men created equal — equal 
with 'certain inalienable 
rights, among which are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of 
happines.' This they said, 
and this they meant. 

"They did not mean to as- 
sert the obvious untruth that 
all men were then actually 
enjoying the equality, nor yet 



tiiat they wore about to con- 
fer it immediately upon them. 
They meant simply to declare 
the right, so that enforce- 
ment of it might follow as 
fast as circumstances should 
permit. . . . They meant to 
set up a standard maxim for 
a free society, which should 
be familiar to all . . . and even 
though never perfectly at- 
tained, constantly approxi- 
mated, and thereby constant- 
ly spreading and deepening 
its influence and augmenting 
the happiness and value of 
life to all people of all colors 
everywhere."

Dr. Albert A. Bucar, presi- 
dent of the Lake County Op- 
tometry Society, Informed 
the •members at a recent 
meeting that President .Lyn- 
don Johnson has proclaimed 
March 1-7 as "Save Your Vi- 
sion Week" tq dramatize the 
Importance of vision care to 
the American people.

Cancer fads 
And Figures . 

At least 48,000 Concer pa- 
tionts will be saved this year 
who would have died if they 
had developed Cancer about 
25 years ago. 

The American Cancer So- 
ciety made this estimate in 
its 1904 "Concer Facts and 
Figures" booklet just re- 
leased, according to . an- 
nouncement by Dr. A. II. 
Sommers, Lake Forest, Chair- 
man, Lake County Unit of 
the American Cancer Society. 

The booklet predicts that 
about 180,000 persons will 
be saved from Cancer during 
1084, and that "About 90,000 
Cancer patients will probab- 
ly die in 1064 who might 
have been saved by earlier 
and better treatment." 

The Society points out that 
under ideal conditions— early 
diagnosis and prompt treat- 
ment — 270,000 lives could be 
saved each year, or half of 
those who develop cancer. 
Now only one of three Is be- 
ing saved. 

"Cancer Facts and Fig- 
tires" reports that there arc 
more than 1.200,000 Ameri- 
cans alive today who have 
been cured 'of Cancer, and 
that an additinal 700,000 Can- 
cer patients diagnosed and 
treated within the last five 
years will live to enter the 
ranks of those who are cured. 
The Society considers a cured 
Cancer patient one who has 
been free of the disease five 
years after treatment. 

"This means," the Society's 
booklet says, "there arc ac- 
ually 1.900.000 Americans 
cured of Cancer today, al- 
though 700,000 will not for- 
mally be counted as cured 
until they have completed the 
five years." 

The booklet reports that 
the Society grants more mon- 
ey for research hi leukemia 
than for any other site of
